We have received some information re- 
garding the Colony of Port Breton, which 
was reluted to us by tho Justice of the 
Peace of that Colony, who arrived here on 
board the Noucelle Bretagne.

the Diamante, on his way to France, he and 
his companions haying been kindly treated 
by the Cuiisul of his nation at Manila) tells 
us that hoe. could ndt exercise his office in 
Port Bréton owing to the prohibition of the 
chiof of the island. greatest disorders- 
had ‘prevailed there co the beginning, 
and tho aost extraordinary eriimes were. 
comnitted, and to’such an extent that one 
had to confine himself to Ina lodging, or, on 
going out, had to arm himself tu the teuth 
in order to preserve his life, Quarrels_were 
the ordor of the day, the provisions for the 
Colony wore insuficient, and when Capt. 
Henry arrived lntely, there’ was ouly prp- 
vision for eight days, and this, which was 
composed of flour and :rice, was completely. 
dainaged. Tho Colony pussesses very Jit 
tle cultivatable soil, and thera is nothing 
growing on tho island that cat sipply man's 
necessities, There were ‘no animals of any 
sort whatever, nor fruit trees, nor-rovir, 
absolutely nothing.
